HOUSING  UNITS  APPROVED 

BYU  tStudents,  Faculty  Make  Firm  Stand  on  Honor  System 


1 1 oiim's  48  Students 

Each  of  the  halls  will  house  48 
students  - 24  on  each  of  two 
floors.  Division  of  each  floor  will 
be  into  units  of  four  apartments 
which  will  each  accommodate  six 
students.  Each  apartment  will 
have  three  bedrooms,  bath  and 
kitchen-dining  room.  A central 
living  room  will  be  maintained  on 
each  floor. 

Some  of  the  halls  will  be  as- 
signed to  gifls,  others  to  men. 

Overall  dimensions  of  the  build- 
ings are  expected  to  be  116  by  42 
feet,  and  each  hall  will  have  two 
wings  and  a center  section.  Bed- 
rooms will  measure  about  10  by 
12  feet.  Basement  facilities  will 
include  a rumpus  room  and  two 
laundry  and  pressing  rooms.  The 
apartments  will  be  built  on  a self- 
liquidating  basis,  the  rentals 
amortizing  the  cost  of  building 
and  maintenance. 


Plans  Are  Unique 

Plan  now  for  the  new  housing 
units  will  be  somewhat  unique, 
differing  from  the  large  dormitor- 
ies usually  constructed.  The  plan 
is  in  keeping  with  the  program  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  to  train  young 
men  and  women  in  proper  home 
life  and  management.  Students 
will  manage  their  own  apart- 
ments, maintaining  their  own 
rooms  and  planning  and  prepar- 
ing their  own  meals  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Home  Economics 
department.

Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  indicated 
that  construction  would  begin  im- 
mediately on  the  first  of  new 
student  housekeeping  apartments. 


To  house  800  students,  the  halls 
will  be  located  on  the  northeast 
section  of  the  campus. 

The  additions  to  the  Y campus 
are  to  accommodate  the  rapidly 
growing  studentbody,  and  some 
of  the  units  are  expected  to  be 
completed  early  in  the  next  aut- 
umn quarter,  according  to  archi- 
tect Fred  Markham.  Release  ,of 
building  plans  followed  approval 
by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
project. 


Devotional  Talk 
By  Wilkinson 
Stresses  Honor 

Nearly  2900  students  pledged 
their  support  to  the  Brigham 
Young  University  honor  system 
at  devotional  Tuesday,  after  fac- 
ulty members  had  given  unani- 
mous approval  to  the  plan  only 
the  night  before. 

Studentbody  president,  Keith 
Orme  called  for  the  standing  vote 
following  a stirring  address  by 
Preisdent  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  in 
which  he  stated,  “Expansion  pro- 
grams are  one  thing,  but  the 
real  test  of  the  dynamics  of  this 
institution  will  be  the  delicate 
compass  which  is  implanted  in 
your  conscience  as  a guide  for 
life.” 

After  telling  the  story  of  Karl 
G.  Maeser,  first  president  of  Brig- 
ham Young  Academy,  Dr.  Wilkin- 
son charged  the  2861  students 
present  in  the  words  that  the 
founder  used  in  his  first  address 
to  a studentbody  of  29,  “I  trust 
you  all.  I give  you  my  confidence. 
1 put  you  all  on  your  word  of 
honor.” 

In  defining  honor  the  president 
quoted  from  Maeser  again,  “My 
young  friends,”  he  said,  “I  have 
been  asked  what  I mean  by  word 
of  honor,  I will  tell  you.  Place  me 
behind  prison  walls-  walls  of 
stone  ever  so  high,  ever  so  thick, 
reaching  ever  so  far  into  the 
ground— there  is  a possibility  that 
in  some  way  or  another  I may  be 
able  to  escape,  but  stand  me  on 
the  floor  and  draw  a chalk  line 
around  me,  and  have  me  give  my 
word  of  honor  never  to  cross  it. 
Can  I get  out  of  that  circle?  No, 
never!  I’d  die  first!”  , 

President  Wilkinson  read  the 
honor  code  and  summarized  hon- 
or code  procedure  for  the  group. 
After  giving  explanation  of  the 
procedure,  he  indicated  his  de- 
termination to  abide  by  the  rules 
by  paraphrasing  a statement  of 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  "In 
some  flagrant  cases  the  adminis- 
tration may  have  to  say.  "This 
school  will  never  again  trust  you; 
you  have  forfeited  your  honor. 
You  shall  no  longer  pollute  the 
halls  of  this  sanctuary’.”

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For  the  Student  and  the  School 

Twenty-nine  hundred  students  stood  for  honor  at  Devotional 
Tuesday. 

Probably  1900  more  would  have  stood  had  they  been  there. 
Admitted,  that  some  hesitated  until  the  prodding  of  social  pressure 
prompted  them  to  join  their  classmates;  but  most  of  those  who 
pledged  their  support  to  the  honor  system  did  so  because  they 
knew  that  what  they  did  would  build  BYU. 

Not  since  the  Honor  System  was  adopted  in  1949  has  there 
been  such  a concerted  drive  to  make  it  an  integral  part  of  the 
university.  Not  since  the  school  was  founded  in  1876  has  there 
been  such  a need  for  a realization  of  the  place  that  honor  should 
hold  here. 

Brigham  Young  University  is  faced  with  an  era  of  expansion 
that  will  bring"  with  it  new  and  serious  problems.  Many  people 
have  voiced  the  opinion  that  the  increase  in  quantity  of  students 
will  be  paid  for  with  a sacrifice  of  quality.  In  a sense  this  may 
be  true,  for  as  the  Y builds  its  reputation  as  a sound  institution  of 
higher  learning,  there  will  be  an  increased  enrollment  of  those  who 
come  here  for  purely  academic  reasons  and  not  because  “.  .•  . the  Y 
is  a Church  school.”  In  a higher  sense,  however,  BYU  has  an  obliga- 
tion to  maintain  without  equivocation  those  principles  upon  which 
this  school  was  founded. 

In  order  to  meet  this  higher  obligation,  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity must  rely  on  an  honor  education  program,  taught  and  lived 
by  every  one  of  us  who  accept  of  what  this  university  has  to  offer. 
We  must  begin  now  to  make  BYU’s  Honor  System  as  much  a sacred 
tradition  as  Homecoming,  Y Day,  a friendly  spirit  or  any  of  the 
other  numberless  things  which  we  are  proud  to  claim. 

Ever  since  its  inception  the  Honor  System  has  been  batted 
between  the  gates  of  unified  acceptance  and  threatened  rejction. 
Much  has  been  said  against  it.  Major  criticisms,  although  assumed- 
ly  directed  at  the  plan,  have  actually  attacked  only  its  weaker  parts. 

In  the  two  documents,  the  Honor  Code  and  the  Honor  Code 
Procedure,  there  are  weaknesses  in  wording  and  the  Honor 
Council  awaits  suggestion.  But  there  is  no  weakness  in  the 
principle  that  lies  behind  these  documents. 

Demoralizing  affect  on  the  system  has  in  the  past  few  years, 
sprung  from  skeptical,  students  and  faculty  members  who  would 
not  give  the  plan  a chance.  Faculty  members  have  unanimously 
agreed  to  direct  their  efforts  towards  making  the  system  succeed. 
Now  it  remains  for  each  student  to  prove  himself  worthy  of  the 
trust  that  has  been  placed  in  him. 

Rather  than  muse  about  the  posibility  that  some  won’t  accept 
the  system,  let  us  direct  our  energies  toward  adhering  to  the  pro- 
gram, not  just  because  of  the  benefits  we  will  derive,  but  because 
we  can  make  a better  BYU. 


Letter  to  the  Editor 

After  35  Years  of  Service . . . 

Dear  Editor, 

After  35  years  of  service  to  the.,  school  and  studentbody,  and 
especially  to  the  students  who  are  affiliated,  social  units,  according 
to  Cal  Pratt,  are  on  their  way  out.  Perhaps  he  is  right;  but  even 
Cal  admits  he  might  be  wrong. 

If  social  units  are  on  the  way  out,  then  so  is  the  songfest,  intra- 
murals, Homecoming  parade,  Snow  Carnival,  many  AMS  and  AWS 
activities,  at  least  20  invitational  dances,  and  some  of  the  best  as- 
semblies of  the  year. 

Cal  speaks  of  the  “honeymoon”  within  the  social  structure  of 
BYU.  So  often  unaffiliated  students  get  the  idea  that  social  units 
are  evil  monsters  who  provide  secret  pleasure,  free  of  charge,  to 
those  involved.  Nothing  could  be  further  from  the  truth.  Social 
units  are  hard  work.  They  require  long,  hard  hours,  early  hours, 
obedience  to  rules  and  regulations,  budget  scrimping,  humbleness 
and  many  other  things  that  build  better  men  and  women — men  and 
women  better  equipped  to  face  their  post-school  life.  On  the  outside, 
people’s  social  problems  are  not  solved  for  them. 

The  social  unit  system  is  the  best  plan  offered  so  far  in  break- 
ing down  the  large  studentbody  into  small,  workable,  competitive 
groups  in  which  to  carry  on  school  activities.  An  uncompetitive  stu- 
dentbody is  dead,  and  so  are  the  students  which  comprise  it. 

In  order  that  geographicals,  departmentals,  and  honoraries 
might  take  on  the  work  social  units  now  do  on  the  campus,  they 
would  have  to  take  on  many  of  the  attributes  of  social  units. 

President  Wilkinson,  in  his  quoted  speech,  also  mentioned  that 
he  preferred  that  social  groups  be  small  enough  to  meet  in  homes. 
The  social  units’  biggest  problem,  under  the  new  philosophy,  is 
size.  The  “obvious”  question  Cal.  mentions  are  evidently  violations 
by  individuals,  the  like  of  which  might  occur  not  only  in  social 
units,  but  in  schools,  churches  or  in  any  other  organization. 

No,  Cal’s  column  does  not  sound  like  a “blow.”  On  the  other 
hand,  it  may  sound  a little  breezy.  At  any  rate,  I don’t  believe  it 
sounds  the  death  knell  for  social  units  on  Jhis  campus. 

The  friction  in  the  IOC,  which  Mr.  Pratt  speaks  of,  is  not 
caused  by  social  units.  It  is  caused  by  the  IOC  itself.  This  organi- 
zation is  a useless,  unneeded,  cumbersome  organization,  which 
should  be  dissolved. 

The  Student  Senate  was  set  up  in  the  student  constitution  to 
legislate  for  student  activities.  And  if  social  units,  departmentals, 
geographies,  service  and  all  the  rest  of  the  “orgs”  operate  under  the 
studentbody,  they  should  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  body. 

Social  units  have  come  a long  way  in  the  past  two  years,  and  I 
believe  they  are  solving  many  of  their  problems.  Dr.  Braithwaite, 
student  coordinator,  has  said  that  there  is  still  much  creative  think- 
ing to  be  done  in  relation  to  social  units.  I think  this  is  a fair 
appraisal. 

The  day  will  yet  come,  I believe,  when  there  will  be,  not  fewer 
social  units  on  the  campus,  but  twice  as  many  as  we  have  now.  Be. 
cause  I believe  the  “right  kind”  of  social  units  offer  their  members 
training  and  preparation  for  life  not  obtainable  elsewhere  in  school.

Common  Conversation

Discussion  of  Decisive  Decision: 
Honor  systems  are  the  topic  of 
conversation  all  over  the  country. 
At  Fort  Collins,  Colo.,  the  student- 
body  has  been  asked  to  vote  on 
abolishing  or  promoting  the  idea 
of  honor  in  the  school.  A grad- 
uate of  the  school  expressed  the 
opinion  that  cheaters  are  thieves, 
and  pointed  out  that  if  some  one 
stole  a watch,  the  theft  would  be 
reported  immediately  without  any 
embarrassment.  He  advocates 
that  this  reporting  is  not  “squeal- 
ing.” 

The  carefree  attitude  against 
the  enacting  of  an  honor  code  is 
reflected  by  this  little  poem  that 
was  printed  in  the  college  paper. 
The  cow  is  in  the  cornfield, 
The  cat  is  in  the  lake, 

The  baby  is  in  the  ashcan, 
What  difference  does  it  make? 
Arguments  against  the  code 
code  point  to  West  Point  which 
has  an  honor  code  and  to  the  91 
cadets  who  were  expelled  for 
cheating.  Harlan  C.  Hines  in  his 
Honor  System  and  the  Normal 
Curve  found  24  per  cent  of  the 
students  he  tested  to  have  dis- 
honest tendencies.  Those  against 
the  system  give  the  proof  that 
seven  per  cent  of  these  stildents 
cheated  regardless  of  the  check- 
ing devises  used. 

At  the  University  of  Alabama 
examinations  were  stolen,  copied 
and  sold  last  year.  These  cases 
of  cheating  may  be  tried  by  a 
student  court  next  semester. 

A student  who  was  asked  by 
the  Leader,  student  newspaper  at 
New  York  State  Teachers  col- 
lege, how  to  keep  students  from 
cheating  replied: 

“Use  the  honor  system.  If  a 
student  feels  that  a teacher  trusts 


him  completely,  he  won’t  cheat  on 
exams.” 

The  effectiveness  of  the  sys- 
tem is  being  studied  at  Stanford 
by  sending  questionnaires  to  stu- 
dents, and  at  Park  College,  Mo. 
A completed  survey  shows  that 
most  students  there  wish  to  keep 
the  honor  code;  only  two  voted 
for  its  complete  abolition. 

At  BYU  it  has  been  expressed 
that  we  have  a fairly  effective 
system.  Of  course,  the  working 
success  of  the  system  depends 
upon  the  students.  President  Wil- 
kinson’s address  on  the  subject 
last  Tuesday  should  help  students 
to  keeyi  the  code  successfully.

LDS  Educators 
Get  Listing 
In  Directory 

Latter-day  Saint  educators  the 
world  over  are  being  brought  to- 
gether between  the  covers  of  a 
directory  of  church  educators 
presently  being  compiled  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  LaVar 
Bateman  of  the  speech  faculty. 

The  directory,  to  be  published 
in  the  spring,  will  include  all 
those  teaching  on  the  junior  col- 
lege level  or  above  and  will  in- 
clude a listing  of  1500  to  1800 
names.  Purpose  of  the  undertak- 
ing, accordingto  Dr.  Bateman,  is 
to  promote  fellowship  among 
churcn  educators  and  to  deter- 
mine the  location  and  position  of 
each.  - 

‘‘Returns  are  coming  in  rapidly 
at  the  rate  of  25  to  30  daily,”  Dr. 
Bateman  said.  “Each  accredited 
school  in  the  United  States  is 
receiving  a letter  requesting  in- 
formation on  LDS  teachers  in- 
so  far  as  it  is  available.  However, 
there  are  many  obvious  diffi- 
culties in  contacting  all  educators. 
We  will  deeply  appreciate  the 
name  and  location  of  any  Church 
educator  in  America  or  abroad  in 
'order  that  none  shall  be  omitted 
from  the  directory.  Individual 
help  from  Church  members  will 
be  of  great  aid  in  compiling  the 
list,  and  keeping  it  current.” 

Originally  begun  by  Dr.  Arthur 
D.  Brown  of  Syracuse  University 
as  a private  publication,  the  di- 
rectory was  first  published  on 
a small  scale  in  1949.  Dr.  Brown 
urged  BYU  administrators  to  as- 
sume its  publication,  make  it  an 
all-Church  directory  on  a world- 
wide scale,  and  keep  it  up-to-date 
in  order  that  the  Church  and  the 
world  may  know  where  LDS  edu- 
cators are,  and  what  they  are  ac- 
complishing.

Always,  when  I was 
about  to  get  on.  it  was  gone.  I 
just  looked  too  slow.  It  also  took 
me  so  long  to  get  someone  to 
speak  to  me.  Finally,  I asked  an 
old  Negro,  who  was  cleaning  the 
street,  and  he  was  very  friendly, 
but  I could  not  understand  a word 
he  said,  so  I thanked  him  for  his 
information  and  gave  up.  I saw  a 
bus  stopping  and  thought  "there 
is  my  chance.”  I asked  the  bus 
driver  how  much  to  put  into  his 
little  box.  He  said  a nickel.  I 
thought  to  myself  "Heavenly 
Father,  please  tell  me  what  a 
nickel  is.”  And  the  little  voice  in

me  said,  "it  is  naturally  the 
smallest  piece  of  silver.”  But 
that  was  a dime,  meaniftg  10 
cents.  The  bus  driver  was  getting 
impatient  and  so  I handed  him 
a hand  full  of  change  and  asked 
him  to  take  what  I ovlred  him. 

I could  never  tell  the  difference 
between  "pull"  and  "push”  and 
whenever  I came  on  one  of  those 
doors,  I always  guessed  the 
wrong  way.  One  time  a gentle- 
man noticed  me  and  said:  "Can’t 
you  read?”  I answered,  "Yes, 
but  in  my  case  that  does  i\ ot  help 
very  much.” 

I had  very  many  embarrassing 
situations,  but  through  those  I 
learned,  and  in  three  of  four 
months,  I felt  I was  ready  to 
leave  my  relatives  in  New  York 
and  go  to  Salt  Lake  City. 

It  was  almost  midnight  as  we 
came  to  the  Salt  Lake  Valley. 
There  it  was  all  of  a sudden.  It 
was  like  a dream.  All  my  life  I 
had  tried  to  imagine  what  it 
would  look  like  and  now  I saw  it 
in  reality.  The  very  next  day,  I 
visited  the  Temple  grounds,  and 
listened  to  the  tabernacle  organ. 
I knew  that  my  people  would 
give  everything  they  owned  to 
have  such  a privilege,  and  there- 
fore, I knew  how  much  to  ap- 
preciate it. 

Soon  I reached  another  one  of 
my  goals,  in  coming  to  the  BYU. 
I feared  that  here  there  would  be 
people  that  had  been  taught  to 
hate  Germans  while  in  their  early 
youth.  I was  hoping  that  they 
would  accept  me  in  their  society 
and  they  have  surely  surprised 
me.  People  I had  never  seen  be- 
fore came  up  and  spoke  to  me 
and  were  very  interested.  They 
dug  up  their  German  vocabulary, 
and  some  of  them  had  to  dig 
awfully  deep,  but  it  showed  their 
interest. 

American  people  are  very  won- 
werful  people:  I hope  I am  one 
of  them.  They  have  ideals  for 
which  they  fight,  and  as  long  as 
they  do,  America  is  the  greatest 
country  in  this  world.

These  free  throws  must 
be  taken.  In  the  past,  the  player 
had  the  option  of  either  taking 
the  ball  out  of  bounds  or  shooting 
the  charity  throw.
